hour of my life I am a miserable man. have re- 
ceived notice that I am to be shot.” This tle- 
man, in the management of an estate, done 


something which offended the confederacy, and he 
received notice—they were courteous then—that he 
would be murdered. It wasintended at the same time 
to shoot the relative of the Under Secretary for the 
Colonies, a most excellent and amiable nobleman, and 
there were several gentlemen in Louth whom it was 
also intended to murder. It was necessary to institute 
a prosecution, and an opportunity wasafforded. Three 
men came to murder a gentleman whom they did not 
know. The difficulty was not to kill the wrong man, 
because that would render it necessury to kill the right 
man afterwards—(a langh)—so they got hold of a rail- 
way labourer, who was at work near at hand. This 
man was well paid, well fed, and clothed, and he was 
to point out the victim to the persons who were sent 
to kill him. They dogged the steps of this gentleman, 
and one winter's evening they attempted to stone him 
to death, for though provided with weapons they 
preferred not to use them, as the district was a 
populous one. Providentially, they did not kill Mr. 
Eastwood, but as they were leaving him for dead 
one of them pulled out his gold watch and handed it 
over tothe railway labourer as a compliment for his 
civility. This person turned approver, and the men 
were convicted and executed. On the trial the whole 
confederacy was disclosed and the county was pro- 
claimed. The hon. baronet was right in saying that 
crime had ceased in the county, but it ceased by reason 
of the vigorous enforcement of the law, and by the ap- 
plication of the powers of this act—an act which every 
gentleman of every persuasion who had any property in 
the county wished to see enforced, if they desired to retain 
their property or their lives. He believed that no Govern- 
ment would ask for powers of this kind unless it were 
necessary. The prosecution of Ribbonmen at the last 
assizes had been adverted to. The judge had tried the 
case fairly, and, although the men got off, that by no 
means proved that the confederacy did not exist, The 


hon. gentleman had asked what would be said if

It could not 
be said that the law of this country, particularly 
when it approached to treason, was enforced with 
severity. On the contrary, so safe was the Mon- 
archy in the hearts of the people that no offeace 
was more leniently ed. The hon. member for 
Dungarvan was right in saying that there were many 
counties in Ireland in which scarcely any crime appeared 
to have been committed at the last asse. ell, if the 
hon. gentleman could show that the Government were 
about to apply the present act to those counties, he 
would vote against it. (Hear, hear.) Something, how- 
ever, must be trusted to the discretion of the Government, 
They must give to every Government the credit of be- 
lieving that they would not pervert the law or act des- 
potically; and, although he was opposed to the present 
Government, he did not believe they would act in such a 
manner—least of all did he believe that the law officers 
of the Crown would act otherwise than froma para- 
monnt sense of duty. (Hear.) This was a matter in 
which he disclaimed anything like party feeling. (Hear.) 
He was prepared to leave it to the judgment and discre- 
tion of the Irish Government whether the bill onght to 
be renewed or not for a short time, feeling satisfied that 
they would use the powers intrusted to them with mode- 
ration and forbearance. (Cheers.) 

Mr. MONSELL held that it was a serious matter to 
apply exceptional legislation to one part of the United 
ingdom. It was melancholy to think that, while 
England and Scotland were allowed to join in the Volun- 
teer movement for the defence of the country, it should 
be considered necessary to prevent the people of Ireland 
from testifyjng their loyalty and patriotism in the same 
way.

They were made with economy, and are now profitable’ 
to the main line. Bat some tlemen may ask 
“are we to have an end here?“ Well, as he said be- 
fore, the territory belonging to cach of the railway 
companies was marked out on the map, and their re- 
spective provinces defined; but should there be wanted 
any requirements in tuture in that line of country be- 
longing to their company, and should the project appear 
remunerative, he would say it woul! be far better 
for their interest that they should make it than to let 
any third party come ln. Some small lines might be 
required to be made hereafter, but if such was the 
case the shareholders should get proper notice 
before any such project was proposed. Of course 
they were aware that a bill was before Parliament 
for tramways. They would, to a certain extent, be of 
service, and might be very sulta..le íor small places, but 
ia the sanctioning of them by Act of Parlament, great 
caution will be required to protect the interest of some 
railway lines, and to prevent the tramways clashing 
with them. There was another project or two, haw- 
ever, on which he wished to say a word, As regarded 
the Waterford and Limerick line, all anxiety on their 
part was at an ehd, and it was not likely to be renewed. 
[hey were aware that, since they bad made the offer te 
that company, many of the proprietors thought it en.

however, had refused their offer, which would have 
made their shares worth £35, but it was very ques- 
tionable what the relative value of them may rm 
because there was a line in the hands of a third party 
trom Charleville to Limerick, which would afford 
a shert communication to Cork, and which they them 
selves admitted would bé a top of £10,000 a year to them 
As regarded the two projects—the purchase of the Water 
ford and Limerick line, and of the 0 rand Canal —he would 
only say that they were of such a nature as to injure no 
one. Their coupany found them in existence, they are pay- 
ing but a small dividend, and it was thought that ic 
would be advantageous to purchase them. any, how- 
ever, thought that the Waterford an! Limerick line bad 
been valoed too highly by their company, and if that 
were the case, some blame might attach, to himself, for 
he had been instrumental in inducing the company to 
make the offer. But he could not help thinking that i 
they had succeeded in getting that line, aod in connect- 
ing the ports of Limerick and Waterford with Dublin, 
the project would have worked well, and for the ad- 
vantage of all these ports, A to the canal, some people 
thought that shares at £28 were highly purchased at 
250, bet it should be recollected that in the offer which 
they made they were purchasing a property for 
£165,000, which originally cost two millions. lt was 
said, however, that their object was merely to per- 
secute the Canal Company, but that could not be 
the case from the nature of the offer they had made 
them.
